GENERAL STATEMENT FOR THE YEAR 1914. 


I.— LEGISLATION. 

One hundred and eighty Orders under the Diseases of Animals 
Acts were promulgated by the Department in 1914. Of this number 
165 were issued in ooimeotion with the temporary presence of Foot- 
and-Mouth Disease in Ireland during the year. Of the remainder 
two had reference to Sheep Scab, three to Sheep Dipping, four to the 
importation of sheep from Scotland, three to the importation of British 
or Foreign hay and straw, one to the importation of horses, one to 
Portal Insi>ection, and one to Bovine Tuberculosis. 


II.-DISEASES OF ANIM.ALS. 

The following table shows the extent to which outbreaks of the 
diseases scheduled under the Diseases of Animals Acts occurred in 
Ireland during the year 1914, as compared with the preceding year. 

A notable feature of this statement is the appearance, in the 
column for the year 1914, of entries relating to Foot-aiid-Mouth 
Disease. The disease was present for a part of the year only, its 
eradication having been accomplished within a period of six months. 
It manifested itself chiefly amongst cattle : in no more than 19 out 
of the total of 76 outbreaks confirmed were other animals attacked. 
Additional maladies indicated by the table as having been dealt with 
amongst bovine animals in Ireland dm'ing 1914 were — Anthrax, repre- 
sented by one case only, and Tuberculosis, in respect of which the 
oases notified show an increase as compared with 1913. The 
comparison in this instance is, however, between a part of the year 
1913 and the whole of the year 1914. The table further indicates 
that amongst sheep and swine the only diseases recorded in 
apart from the cases of Foot-and -Mouth Disease, were Sheep Scab 
and Swine Fever respectively. In regard to Sheep Scab, the figimes 
represent an improvement on the position in the previous year, but 
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with respect to Swine Fever the case is reversed, the favourable con- 
ditions obtaining in 1913 not having been sustained in the succeeding

year. As regards diseases among horses, the comparison with 191,1 
IS altogether favourable : Glanders, it will be seen, was again entirelv 
absent last year, and Parasitic Mange returned to its customary low 

. The Orders issued in 1913, in Great Britain and in Ireland, enabling 
Local Authorities to slaughter cattle affected 
BOVINS with certain forms of Tuberculosis, and to pay 
TUBERCULOSIS. Compensation for animals so slaughtered, were 
after a period of trial, to require modifi- 
cation in some respects. Accordingly they were replaced in 1914 by 
new Orders effecting certain alterations of procedure. In Ireland the 
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Order for the purpose was issued at the close of the year, to come into 
operation on 1st February, 1915. Under this Order, which corres- 
ponds in the main with the British Order, the range of Cases subject to 
compulsory slaughter has been extended to include cattle sufiering 
from a chronic cough and showing definite ohnical signs of Tuberculosis. 
The Order, furthermore, substitutes for the previous dual basis of 
valuation, a single valuation, viz., the market value of the animal 
proposed to be slaughtered, and in other respects provides for acceler- 
ated procedure in dealing with reported cases of the disease. In 
coimection with the issue of this Order, the Department have made a 
new arrangement with the Lord Commissioners of His Majesty’s 
Treasury which allows of the Exchec[uer Grant (arranged to be given 
for a limited number of years) being charged with three-fourths of the 
Local Authorities’ gross expenditure on compensation, instead of pne- 
half the net expenditure as formerly. The cost to Local Authorities 
of dealing with bovine tuberculosis is thus further lightened to a 
considerable, extent. The experience so far in working the Orders 
tends to the impression that Tuberculosis amongst Irish cattle is less 
prevalent than was originally represented. In the great majority 
of cases the form of the disease from which the animals suffer is 
tuberculous emaciation. In 1914 the proportion so affected was 
1,270 out of a total of 1,419 animals found to be diseased. 

Only one outbreak of Anthrax was recorded in 1914, In recent 
years the disease has been of comparatively rare 
ANTHBAX. occurrence in this country. No case came 
under notice in 1913, and in the previous year 
only two outbreaks were confirmed, each, like the outbreak last year, 
involving the death of but one animal. 


During the year 1914 Sheep Scab continued to receive special atten- 
tion. In the previous year the measures 
SHEEP SCAB. adopted for combating the disease had helped 
to bring to light many unreported cases, with the result that the 
aggregate of outbreaks in 1913 was 179 in excess of that for the pre- 
ceding twelve months. Last year the total receded again to 474, 
representing a decrease of 91 on the flgiue for 1913. An encouraging 
feature of the statistics relative to the outbreaks in 1914 is that the 
average number of sheep attacked was considerably lower than for 
any of the previous ten years, a circumstance which seems to indicate 
that cases of the disease are now brought to light at an earlier stage 
than formerly. Particulars of the distribution of the disease are 
given in Table 14 at page 66 of this report. 

During the year the Sheep Dipping (Ireland) Order of 1912, which 
rec[uired sheep to be dipped once in the summer and once again in the 
autumn, was supplemented by a temporary Order requiring a second 
dipping in the autumn period, at an interval of not less than 7 or more 
than 14 days from the first autumn dipping. This requirement has 
how been re-incorporated in the Sheep Dipping (Ireland) Order of 
1915, which has superseded the preceding Orders. 
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Tlie returns received from the Local Authorities generally as to 
sheep dipped in their respective districts during the summer and 
autumn dipping periods in 1914 give the following particulars

riie figures relating to Swine Fever in 1914 show an increase of 64 
in the number of outbreaks as compared with 
SWINE FEVER, 1913. The total number of outbreaks recorded 
was 193j of which 124 occurred in the City and 
County of Dublin, an increase of 50 over the number of outbreaks in 
this area in the preceding year. In Ulster and Munster the figures 
remained stationary, but in Connaught fifteen outbreaks, all of which 
occurred in County Mayo, were recorded, as against none in that 
province last year. It should, however, be mentioned that the 
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position with regard to the disease in 1914, although not comparing 
favourably with 1913, represents an improvement on the position 
ill 1912 both as regards the number of outbreaks and the number of 
swine fomid to be affected. For detailed particulars, see the tables 
in relation to this disease at pages 49-50 of this report. 

Glanders, a disease of very infrequent occurrence in Ireland 
of late years, was altogether absent in 

GLANDERS. pgpj. 

A substantial decrease is to be observed in the lunnber of cases of 
Parasitic Mange which came under notice in 

PARASITIC MANGE. 1914, Only 74 outbreaks having been re- 
corded, as agamst 108 in the previous twelve 
months. In the City and County of Dublin, where the disease was 
unusually prevalent in 1913, nearly 50 per cent, fewer cases were 
reported in 1914, and in other parts of the country the disease was 
at its normally low level. 

In the year under review, Foot -and -Mouth Disease visited Ireland 
for the second time within a period of thirty 

POOT-AND-MOUTH yeai's. As in 1912, the year of its previous 
DISEASE. occurrence, its appearance was preceded by 

outbreaks in Great Britain, where it continued 
to manifest itself both during and after the period of its presence in 
Ireland. The initial cases in this country were discovered on 30th 
January amongst cattle on premises in the town of Naas ; and two 
days later further cases were confirmed some eight miles away, at 
Ballysax, on a farmstead where an outbreak occurred also in 1912. 
The oiroumstanoes of both outbreaks enabled prompt measures to be 
taken for their suppression, and in due course the restrictions imposed 
in connection with these measures were removed. On 23rd March, 
however, a fresh outbreak occurred in County Kildare, on premises at 
Ballysax about a mile distant from the place of the earlier outbreak 
in that townland, and a week later the disease was fmmd to exist on 
a holding at Ticknook in the adjoining County of Dublin. The eradi- 
cation of the disease in these as in the two previous cases in this part 
of the country was achieved without imdue diflieulty, the infection 
spreading in neither case beyond the homestead on which the outbreak 
occurred. 

In the meantime, however, new groups of outbreaks, imcomieoted, 
.so far as could be judged, witli any of those above-mentioned, had 
developed in the Counties of Cork and Tipperary. The opening out- 
break of this series in Munster was confirmed at BaUinacourty, near 
Kinsale, on 1st March, the case deriving unusual seriousness from the 
fact that the afieoted animal had been, a short time previously, exposed 
at a sale of live stock in Cork City. Other cases, all connected with 
the same sale, followed in rapid succession, principally in the Cork City 
neighbourhood. Before the end of the fii'st week of March the total 
of outbreaks in the district numbered twenty -four, and twenty further 
outbreaks occurred in various parts of County Cork up to 3rd April. 
The spread of the disease from the sale referred to was not, however. 
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confined to one county. On 9tli and 10th March outbreaks occurred 
in Thurles, County Tipperary, on the premises of two dealers who had 
removed calves to these premises from the sale, and before the end of 
April the disease appeared on no fewer than l(i other premises in the 
county, mostly in the Thurles neighbourhood. Meanvdiile, in County 
Cork, where, for over three weeks, the disease had appeared to be 
quiescent, a new centre of infection was discovered on 2-5th April, at 
Clanworth, near Fermoy ; and between that date and 21st May eight 
fresh outbreaks were confirmed in this locality. The last of the 
series of outbreaks in County Cork occurred in this neighbourhood on 
2nd June. After this outbreak it seemed as if the disease had spent 
itself in Ireland, and the speedy restoration of a clean bill of health 
for the coimtry was being confidently looked for, when, on 17th July, 
a fresh outbreak occurred on premises at Clonakenny, a few miles from 
Roscrea, in County Tipperary. Tills outbreak was of an isolated 
character. It proved to be the final outbreak in Ireland, and by 9th 
September all suspicion of the further existence of the disease in the 
country had disappeared. In all 7(1 outbreaks had occurred, viz., 53 
in County Cork, 19 in County Tipperary, .3 in County Kildare, and 1 
in County Dublin. The total number of animals slaughtered during 
the operations against Foot-and-Mouth Disease (including, as well as 
animals affected, all animals in contact with diseased ones or otherwise 
exposed to infection) was 1,482, viz., 2,486 cattle, 1,258 sheep, 703 
swine, and 35 goats. As the stock of anim als of these kinds in Ireland 
in 1914 aggregated over ten million head it will be seen that the pro- 
portion destroyed in stamping out the disease was really extremely 
small. The total amount paid as compensation for the slaughtered 
animals was £-30,571 10s, 


Measures for dealing with the Disease. 

The measures taken to counteract the disease were, generally speak- 
ing, those successfully adopted in connection with the outbreaks in 
1912. As each outbreak was confirmed, Departmental Inspectors at 
once proceeded to arrange for the slaughter of animals (cattle, sheep, 
swine, or goats) on the infected farm or holding, and also of such 
animals on other lands as appeared on enquiry likely to have been 
exposed to infection. Each infected place was immediately made 
the centre of a district extending approximately 15 miles in every 
direction therefrom, and Orders were issued by the Department and 
enforced by the Police prohibiting the movement of all ruminants and 
swine into, out of, or on a road within, such district.- Other Orders, 
applicable to smaller areas around the infected place, were also issued 
requiring dogs to be kept under control and regulating the moyement 
of hay and straw. Occasionally the holding of horse fairs in infected 
localities was also forbidden. On the infected place itself, and on 
all other places where animals were slaughtered, every precaution 
was taken which experience could suggest to guard against the possi- 
bility of infection spreading. 

Stringent as were these measures, ho-vi'ever, the circimistanoes of the 
outbreaks in the province of Munster made an extension of the usual 
precautionary restrictions imperative. Amongst the cattle dispersed 
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from the Cork sale with which the outbreaks in Munster were so largely 
connected were a number of calves, each of wliich was necessarily 
reirarded as a potential source of infection. Many of these animals 
wa-e traced, but many others, it was ascertained, had been disposed 
of to persons unknown in markets or fairs at places outside the areas 
subject to restrictions. The districts in which these animals were, 
presumably, located became, accordingly, suspected districts, and in 
the general intere.st they were subjected to restrictions similar to those 
imposed in relation to the known centres of disease. Following this 
step, which resulted in areas of fifteen miles’ radius from the followdng 
places, viz. Purr, Templemoi'e, Kilkenny, New Ross, Waterfori 
Eoscrea, Cappoquin, and Limerick — being temporarily brought wdthin 
the scope of the Order's prohibiting animal movement, search ava.s 
organised throughout these areas for the suspected calves, and, accord- 
ing as the results of such search permitted, the restriction limits were 
forthwith narrowed again so as to embrace only fifteen miles’ radius 
from actual outbreaks. 


Effects on Live Stock Trade. 

The evil effects of the visitation of Foot-and-Mouth Disease were 
not, of course, ooiifined to stock owners in the districts where internal 
restrid ions were in force. The entire Irish export trade in live stock 
suffered serious dislocation. From the first appearance of the disease 
in Cmmty Kildare the landing of Irish live stock in Great Britain 
was subjected to restrictions which, in their varying degrees of severity, 
reflected the disease position in Ireland as viewed by the British 
authorities. A summarised list of these restrictions wdll be found 
at page 44 of this Report (Appendix 3). On 13th February 
the restrictions, which had previously allowed of landing for 
slaughter, were made absolute owing to tbe disease having appeared 
amongst Irish animals undergoing detention in the Birkenhead landing 
place. It was amongst a cargo of swine that had arrived from Water- 
ford on 8tli February that the disease was first discovered, but 
eventually cases were found to have developed amongst animals 
(cattle and swine) belonging to fourteen different cargoes arriving at 
the Birkenhead landing place from seven different Irish Ports. A 
thorough and systematic investigation based on the movements of 
these animals before leaving Ireland was immediately set on foot by 
the Department, but notliing resulted from this investigation to 
support the view that any of the animals had been affected when 
shipped to Birkenhead. Rather had circimistances begun to point, 
on the other hand, to the probability of the Birkenhead outbreak being 
in reality attributable to some source of origin outside Ireland. The 
considerations tending to this latter ■view were, that no case of the 
disease had been found amongst stock at the other landing places 
in Great Britain where Irish animals were received, and also that there 
was similarly no appearance of disease in certain s-wine, remaining 
unshipped at Irish Ports, which had been in contact -with swine sub- 
sequently affected at Birkenhead. The question thus at issue was 
ultimately made the subject of a joint enquiry (conducted at Birken- 
head) by representatives of the Board of Agriculture and Fisheries 
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and of the Department. The findings in the matter — ^whioh were not 
unanimous — did not, hoivever, affect the exportation restrictions 
owing to the disease having appeared meanwhile in Cork and Tipperary’ 
a development which resulted in the total embargo on movement of 
ruminants and swine from Ireland to Great Britain being prolonged 
to 30th March, when it was modified only to the extent of allowinj 
shipments for slaughter from north of a line — which afterwards oa^ 
to be known as “ the green line ” — drawn from near Drogheda on the 
east coast of Ireland to Oramnore on the west coast. With a view 
of arranging for shipment also from parts of southern Ireland remote 
from the area of infection in the counties of Cork and Tipperary, the 
green hne was reinforced, at the end of April, by another line, which 
came to be known as the 3 'ellow line,” running from AVaterford 
Harbour along the river Barrow to Leighlin Bridge, thence across 
country to the river Shannon at Portumna, and thence by the Shannon 
to the sea. As the disease position improved the routes of both the 
green and yellow hires were gradually modified, and the conditions 
of shipment from the areas outside these lines were made more liberal ■ 
but as late as the middle of July it was still not permissible to export 
animals from the south-western quarter of Ireland. At the same time 
it should be realised that, whilst the drawing of the lines hr question 
permitted of the relaxation by degrees of the export restrictions, this 
advantage was not gaiired without serious further embarrassment to 
internal trade, as no movement of animals from within to without the 
lines was permitted so long as the lines existed. On 17th July, owing 
to the recrudescence of I’oot-and-Moutli Disease in County Tipperary, 
shipments were again entirely suspended, and although this embargo 
underwent a more rapid process of modification than the original one, 
it was, in all, more than seven months from the date of the first appear- 
ance of the disease (30th January) before tlio conditions existing prior 
to that date regarding the landing in Great Brita.in of animals from 
Ireland generally were finally re-estabhshed. Behind the restrictions 
imposed by the Board of Agriculture and Fisheries there were, more- 
over, other obstacles that continued to affect the flow of the export 
trade after the Board’s restriotious had been relaxed or -withdrawn. 
Many Local Authorities in Great Britain had supplemented the Board’s 
precautions by promulgating for tlieir own districts regulations either 
prohibiting or restricting the entry thereinto of animals from Ireland, 
and in a number of instances, notwitlistanding representations against 
such a policy, these regulations w'ere maintained for periods con- 
siderably beyond the date of cessation of the Board’s restrictions. 
The last of the regulations in question was, however, -withdrawn on 
17th January, 1915, an event which may be regarded as marking the 
final passing of a period of much vicissitude in connection with 
the live-stock trade. The unstable conditions obtaining during such 
period may, perhaps, be illustrated by some oiroumstauoes which 
occurred iu June, 1914. 

In the early part of that month the restrictions on landing of Irish 
animals in Great Britain had been considerably modified owing to the 
then generally improved outlook as regards disease. On 12th June, 
however, four cattle brought forward at Belfast Port for shipment 
were observed by the examining Veterinary Inspectors to present 
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symptoms which, though suggestive of Foot-and-Mouth Disease, were 
BOt sufficiently pronounced to admit of a positive diagnosis. In 
the oiroumstanoes it became necessary to keep the animals under 
close observation for some days to see how the oases developed, and to 
arrange for searching investigation meanwhile as to the health of 
other animals on the farms from whence the suspected animals had 
come. In the interim the Board of Agricultme and Fisheries deemed 
it necessary to recall to a great extent their previous modification of 
the restrictions. They accordingly issued a further order temporarily 
prohibiting the landing in Great Britain of any animals shipped from 
Belfast, and requiring animals shipped from other Ports to be 
slaughtered in the landing places within ninety -six hours. It was 
not, however, necessary to maintain these precautions for any 
lengthened period. The results of observation of the suspected 
aiumals and of the investigation into their previous history proved 
satisfactory, and tlie special restrictions imposed in consequence of 
the alarm came, to an end on ISth June. The interruption of trade 
on the occasion was, therefore, comparatively short-lived. Had the 
.suspicious symptoms not Imen manifested, liowever, until after the 
arrival of the cattle in Great Britain it is probable that the clearing 
np of the matter would liave involved greater delay and a longer 
period of disability for the export trade. 

A point emphasised afresli by the further experience gained in 
dealing with the disease in the period under review is the importance 
of being able to secure as soon as possible particulars respecting the 
movements of animals tliat may have come within the range of in- 
fection. It was througli difficulty in tracing calves dispersed from 
the Cork sale that tlie work of eradicating the disease in the south- 
west of Ireland was rendered so tedious. All these calves might liave 
been quickly located if purchasers had freely and promptly come 
forward, as they were appealed to in the Press and otherwise to do, 
with information regarding calves recently bought by them. Unfortu- 
nately, in various instances, tliese ap])eii,!s were allowed to go unheeded, 
with the regrettable result that tlie disease had time to manifest itself 
at fresh centres. It is to be deplored tliat the apatliy, or secretiveness, 
of a few individuals should, in tliis way, have been the means of 
imposing heavy additional losses on the country, through tlie pro- 
longation of the restrictions. 

Origin and Prevention. 

Several theories liave been put forward to account for the re-appear- 
auce of tlie disease in the period under review. Amongst these a 
suggestion of contrived contagion held a prominent place, an allegation 
that the disease had been maliciously commimicated to animals at the 
Cork sale receiving special credence. The Department’s Officers in 
the course of their investigations, were unable, however, to discover 
anything lending reasonable colour to such a view. In a matter of 
the kind it seems scarcely necessary to look beyond the facts that the 
disease had aheady invaded Great Britain, and that with such close 
and constant intercoiu’se as exists between the two countries it is not 
always possible to make precautions against the spread of infection 
from one to the other completely effective. 
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The preoautious put iu force in Ireland on the appearance of the 
disease in Great Britain were as follows : — The importation of ruminant 
animals and swine from England and Wales was at once suspended 
and an Order was issued designed to guard against risk of the disease 
being conveyed through the importation of hay and straw from the 
infected localities. In addition, arrangements were made at all the 
usual landing places of passengers from across Channel for a thorough 
disinfection of the clothes, boots, &c., of drovers, dealers and other 
persons likely to have been in contact with animals in Great Britain 
These precautions were maintained as long as the circumstances in 
regard to disease in Great Britain required. In addition, certain 
special precautions were taken regarding a number of butchers engaged 
in the slaughter of the animals in the Birkenhead landing place who 
came to Ireland on being thrown out of employment when shipments 
to Birkenliead temporarily ceased. The presence of these men in the 
country gave grounds for unusual anxiety, and it was arranged accord- 
ingly that the men, if remaining in Ireland, and also their clothes 
boots, and the trade instruments and apparatus brought with them 
should be subjected to a careful process of disinfection. 

The risk of infection spreading from Great Britain is, of course, not 
the only one requiring attention. It is recognised that as long as 
Soot-and-Mouth Disease continues to exist iu foreign countries, as it 
does in many, there is appreciable danger of mediate contagion throiwh 
the importation from such countries of farm commodities, hay and 
straw esiJecialty. The landing in Ireland of hay and straw 
except from those few countries where Poot-and -Mouth Disease 
does not exist, has accordingly been prohibited for some years past, 
but the re -appearance of the disease in 1911 naturally revived a ques- 
tion, frequently raised Isefore, regarding the exemption in the pro- 
hibiting Order of hay and straw used in the packing of merchandise. 
The conclusion arrived at, however, by the Committee who had investi- 
gated this point some time previously was that the interference with 
trade involved in the prohibition of the use of hay and straw as packing 
material would not be justified by the evidence obtainable against it. 
But as a means of precaution in the matter the Department issued a 
notice recommending traders to burn such matei'ial at the place of 
unpacking. 


Ill— EXPORTS OP ANIMALS. 

Owing to the restrictions to which it was subjected on account of 
Poot-and -Mouth Disease the cattle export trade suffered considerable 
depression during portion of the year 1914. In the period fr'om 
Pebruary to July, the mouths during which the restrictions were most 
severe, the total exports amounted to only 273,975 head, as compared 
with 685,231 in the corresponding period of 1913. On the removal 
of the restrictions, however, the volume of trade assumed abnormal 
proportions, and at the close of the year the numbers of cattle exports 
had reached a total only 152,831 less than the figures for 1913, a j-ear 
of imprecendented activity in the cattle trade. The exceptional 
demand for meat in Great Britain occasioned by the War aoooiuits to 
a very considerable extent for the increased exports during the latter 
portion of the year, as is shown by the fact that the exports of fat

cattle during the period from August to December totalled 319,962, 
as against 186,621 in the corresponding period of the previous year. 
The exports under this head during the twelve months of 1914 con- 
stitute a record, but the store cattle exports were also good on the 
whole, the deficiency in the earlier part of the year having been largely 
counterbalanced by enhanced shipments following the removal of the 
restrictions. Sheep exports also attained a reasonably good level in 
all the circumstances, but the exports of swine, although manifesting a 
shght tendency to increase after the removal of the Foot-and-Mouth 
Disease restrictions, exhibited, on the whole, the inclination to decrease 
which has been marked of late years. The following are the total 
export figures for 1913 and 1914 in regard to the three classes of stock 
mentioned : —

The total number of horses exported in 1914 was somewhat less 
than the average of . previous years. Up to August, exports were 
maintained, but after Avar was declared they dechned considerably, 
being affected by mobilisation requirements in the first instance, and 
later, imtil the end of the year, by a prohibition on the exportation 
to Great Britain of horses suitable for military pm-poses. During 
the tivelve months the total munber of horses exported was 30,940, 
as compared Avith 36,491 in 1913. These figures do not include horses 
for military purposes, the property of H. M. Goveniment. 


IV.— IMPORTS OP ANIMALS. 

The import traffic in animals, at no time very considerable, has 
declined over fifty per cent. Avithin the past ten years. The small 
number of cattle and swine brought to the comitry are intended, as 
a rule, for breeding purposes. In 1914 only 310 cattle and 8 SAvine 
were imported, as compared AA'ith 553 cattle and 46 sAvine in 1913. 
Sheep imports (principally from Scotland) totalled 16,815 head, as 
against 15,120 in the precedins vear. Horse importations numbered 
1,740 in 1913, in 1914, 4,344^ "

The live stock of the country remained free from those other 
maladies of a contagious nature which are scheduled under the 
provisions of the Diseases of Animals Acts. 

Of the diseases enumerated, I'oot-and-Mouth Disease, as affect- 
ing the live stock industry, was attended with by far the most 
serious consequences to the country. Ireland had remained free 
from Foot-aml-Mouth Disease throughout 1918 and had apparently 
recovered from the effects of the visitation of this disease during 
the previous year, when its existence was confirmed among a herd 
of cattle at Naas, Co. Eildare, on the 30th Jiinuary, 1914. Two 
days later it appeared on a farm at Ballysax in the same county, 
and on the 1st March it was found to exist near Ivinsale and at 
two other places in the County of Cork. Othm' oiitbi'eaks rapidly 
ftillowed, until the disease had spread extensively in the City and 
County of Cork and County of Tipperary. Meantime the malady 
was discovered on a second farm at another portion of Ballysax, 
and, in addition, one outbreak oecurred at Ticknoek in the County 
of Dublin, making a total of 76 outbreaks of Foot-and-Moutli 
Disease within the period from 30th January to 17th July, and 
entailing from the outset restrictions on the movement of animals 
of a more or less severe nature until the 9th September. 

Numerous suggestions a.s to the manner in which the disease 
may have been conveyed to Ireland have been made, including 
the possible introduction of infective material with malicious 
intent, but, on investigation, none of these suggestions have been 
sustained, and the. means by which the disease was introduced 
into the country remains in obscurity. Foot-and-Mouth Disea.se, 
however, had existed in England during the latter months of 
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1918. The last outbreak occurred in Hertfordshire on the 19th 
Decem.ber and the restrictions resulting therefrom were not 
entirely withdrawn until the 18th January. The Haas out- 
break,' it will be observed, was confirmed so soon afterwards as 
the' 30th January, and it bad existed unsuspected at Naas for 
.some days previously. Nothing has been discovered which would 
connect the outbreaks in the Counties of Kildare and Dublin with 
those of the Counties of Cork and Tipperary, but there is no doubt 
the disease in these latter counties emanated directly or indii'ectly 
from one source, viz., a sale of cattle held in the City of Cork on 
the, 31st February, just eight days later than the serious outbreak 
of Foot-and-Mouth Disease which was confirmed at the Birken- 
head lairages. , 

The extensive and constant movements of persons engaged in 
the sale of Irish live stock in Great Britain, and their return to 
Irish markets and fairs to obtain further supplies of animals, can- 
not be eliminated from a consideration of the means by which 
the infection of this insidious malady may hav'e been conveyed 
into this country. 

The prompt and thorough measures adopted by the Department 
and their Veterinary Staff, together with the invaluable assist- 
ance of the police 'forces, have again succeeded in eradicating 
this serious disease from Ireland. 

The number of outbreaks of Swine Fever which occiiiTed during 
the year indicates an increa.se of this affection as compared with 
1913, but on the whole the disease was kept fairly well under 
control. 

Sheep Scab decreased in 1914. Con.siderable pressure is being 
exercised by the Department in regard to this disease, and there 
ure indications that Local Authorities and sheep o_wners, 
Generally, are realising more clearly their responsibilities in con- 
nection with the suppression of this malady. 

The number of cases of Parasitic. Mange in equine animals has 
been less than in 1913. 

Ireland is particularly free from Anthrax. Only one case was 
recorded in 1914. During the previous year no case of the disease 
occurred in the country. 

The Tuberculosis Order, w’hich came into operation on the 2nd 
June 1913, has been revoked and replaced by a somewhat .similar 
Order, dated the 30th December, 1914. So far as the year’s 
working is concerned, no satisfactory comparison can yet well lie 
made in regard to tuberculosis. 

Foot-.and-Mouth Disease. 

The outbreak of Foot-and-Moiith Disease was more extensive 
in character, the centres of infection more widely distributed, and 
the disturbance to the live stock trade was even of a more grave 
nature, than in the case of the outbreak of 1912. 

The total number of animals slaughtered in connection with 
the outbreaks consisted of 2,486 cattle, 1,238 sheep, 703 swine 
and 35 goats, and the compensation paid to owners on account 
of slaughtered animals amounted to £30.671 10s. Od. 
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Bestbictioxs on Shipment of IjivE Stock; - 

It is not pToposed in tBia report to refer in detail to the rcstrie- 
tions ..and prohibitions which governed the_ movement of aniihals 
within or from Ireland throughout this crisis. As already indi- 
cated, the restrictions lasted from the. 30th January— the date of 
the Naas outbreak— until the 9th September. During thi.s period 
the Board of Agriculture and Fi.sheries issued some twenty-six 
Orders affecting the shipment of Irish live stock to Great Britain, 
and in the meantime prohibited absolutely on two occasions the 
landing of Iri.sh animals in Great Britain for a period of forty-six 
and six days, respectively. The first of these period.s of prohibi- 
tion followed the outbreak of Foot-and-Mouth Disease at Birken- 
head on the 12th February, and the latter period was consequent on 
the discovery of the disease at Clonakenny, Co. Tipperary, on the 
17th July. This was the last outbreak of Foot-and-Mouth 
Disease in Ireland, and it occurred at a time when the restrictions 
on the movement of animals in Ireland had, to a large extent, 
been withdrawn. 

The disease at Birkenhead was discovered among animals whicli 
had formed portions of fourteen cargoes of live stock, all of which 
were landed at Birkenhead on dates from the 8th to the 13th 
February. The. animals concerned had been shipped from the 
ports of Waterford, Belfast, Dundalk, Newry, Dublin, Cork, and 
Drogheda. In no case was the disease discovered at the time of 
landing, but the fact, that these animals were affected at Birken- 
head, and had come from places far apart from each other in 
Ireland was regarded as sufficient justification for suspending the 
importation into Great Britain of all live stock from any part of 
the country. At this time, resti'ictions on the. movement of 
animals within a radius of fifteen miles around Naas and Ballysax 
were being rigidly enforced, and no animals were moved from this 
area for shipment to great Britain. .A.s a result of communications 
from the. Board relative to the disease at Birkenhead, the 
Veterinary Staff of the Department undertook the arduous work 
of locating the farms in Ireland from which the animals came 
that wei'e landed, as mentioned, on the fourteen occasions, at 
Birkenhead, and of examining the live, stock which were in con- 
tact with them in this country. The task of tracing back the 
animals, especially in the case of swine, was found to be. a most 
tedious and difficult one. Thousands of animals were examined 
on the farms wdth the satisfactory result that no case of disease 
or suspected disease was discovered. In the interim Foot-and- 
Mouth Disease had broken out in the South of Ireland. In 
addition, calve.s from the City of Cork had been distributed in 
some of the w-estern and southern counties, and it was not until 
the Department had agreed to prohibit by Order the movement of 
animals from south to north of a prescribed boundary line running' 
from Drogheda tiid .Mullingar, and thence to Oranmore, that the 
Boa.rd of .'Igrioultnre and Fisheries, after a lapse of six weeks, 
consented to allow- animals from specified Irish ports north of 
this boundary line to be landed at certain landing-places in Great ■ 
Britain for slaughter within ninety-six hefir.s after arrival, as 
from the 31st March, 
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The : bolUKlary line referrecl to practically (livklcLt Maud— 
tm‘ the ■ purpose" of movement of animals — into a northern and- 
southeru area. It was altered on the 2dnd April so ns to bo 
formed in part by the River Shannon at Banagher, and to 
continue by the course of the river to the sea. Store animals 
also from places north of the line were at the .same time allowed 
to be shipped to certain landing-places in Great Britain, there to 
undergo four days’ quarantine, after which they might be removed 
to their destinations for a further period of fourteen days’ isola- 
tion. Arising from correspondence with the Board, an additional 
boundary line was subsequently prescribed by Order of the De- 
partment. This line (.■omnienced at Waterford Harbour and 
extended rid Abbeyleix to the Shannon at Portumna, where it 
joined the other Ijoundary. hlovements of animals over this new 
cordon from the west and south were prohibited. This allowed 
of fat animals from the part of the country which lay east and 
north of this boundary being permitted to be shipped from Dubliji 
or Wexford to certain British landing-places for slaughter 
thereat. This new boundary line was again altered so as to 
commence at Dungarvan, and pass rid Cappoquin and Clonmel 
(o Portumna. Pollow'ing this alteration, Waterford, as well as 
Dublin and Wexford, became ports from which both fat and 
store animals from the (eastern) area, lying between both the 
existing boundary line.s, might be, shipped. 

Further modifications of the boundaries were subsequently 
effected, and shipment of fat animals from the port of Cork was 
under consideration, but on the 17th July the disease appeared 
at Clonakenny, County Tipperary, and, as a consequence, total 
suspension of" the lauding of Irish animals in Great Britain was 
imposed for a period of six days. Consequently, on the 22nd 
iTuly a further boundary line was arranged ; this line ran from 
Mol'iiington, near Drogheda, to Banagher and Killaloe, and 
thence to Carrick-on-Snir and Ballyvoyle Head on the Water- 
ford coast, and the movement of animals from inside this cordon 
was prohibited. The part of the country thus excluded for ship- 
ment of animals emliraoed the ports of Dublin, Wexford and 
Waterford, but the. exportation of live, stock from all other Irish 
ports was allowed for slaughter at certain landing-places in Great 
Britain within ninety-six hours after arrival. It became evident 
that the outbreak at" Clonakenny was. an isolated one, and that, 
owing to the prompt action taken, the danger of the disease 
extending was remote. The boundary lino of the 22nd July was, 
therefore, withdrawn on the 31st of the same month, and ship- 
ment of animals for slaughter was allowed from all Irish ports. 
Arrangements permitting of Irish animals being moved- from the 
landing-places to the interior of Great Britain, both for slaughter 
and store purposes, came into operation on the 6th August. The 
scheduled district around Clonakenny wms withdrawn on 7th 
September, and, finally, on the 9th September, the Board of 
Agriculture and Fisheries, by Order, reverted to the conditions 
of landing of Irish animals which existed before the outbreak of 
Foot-and-Mouth Disease at Haas on the 80th January. Certain 
Local Authorities in Great Britain, however, continued to require

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that Irish stoi'e animals moved into their districts shoidd still 
undergo periods of isolation, and the normal conditions of trade 
in this respect were not reached until the 16th dnmiary, 1915 

Origin of Birkhnhead Outbreak. 

The origin of the Birkenhead outbreak formed the subject of a 
Conference between officers of the Department and of the Board 
of Agriculture and Fisheries, and a special report was at the time 
submitted in regard to the matter. It is not proposed here to 
refer to the question further, but it may be mentioned that 
throughout the entire period during wdiich Foot-and-Mouth 
.Disease continued in Ireland, not a single case of this malady 
occurred in the north or west of the country, although it was from 
here that a large proportion of the animals found to be alfected 
at Birkenhead were drawm. 


Procedure as to Outbreaks. 

It will be convenient here to refer to the general procedure 
which obtained in dealing with this disease as it appeared at each 
centre. On Foot-and-Mouth Disease being reported or discovered 
in any instance, steps were at once taken to verify its existence or 
otherwise. If verified, the affected animals and those in contact 
with them were at once isolated as far as practicable, and notices 
\vere served prohibiting their movement, measures being at the 
■same time taken to prevent the attendants from coming in con- 
tact with other animals. The place concerned was forthwith put 
under the charge of special constables of the police, arid such 
persons, vehicles, etc., ns were permitted to be moved from the 
premises were subjected to disinfection. The recent movements 
ot live stock and persons on, to, or from the place w-ere inquired 
into. .Rules for Foot-and-Mouth Disease infected places were 
posted up at each infected place, and examinations of animals on 
adjoining premises were made by Veterinary Inspectors and 
notices prohibiting their movement were freely served 
The Department wwe forthwith apprised of the circumstances 
and without delay Ordev.s were made for the following purposes

concourses of persons and horses near .in- 
fected places, and their subsequent dispersal, 
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The Local Authorities concerned, the police authorities, and 
the transit companies were apprised of the issue of the Orders, 
and arrangements were usually made with the police authorities 
to draft special forces of police into the districts where the disease 
occurred. 

With the least possible delay, the affected animals and those in 
contact with them, as w'ell as, in some instances, other live stock 
susceptible to the disease, which it was desirable to slaughter as 
a ))reoautionary rneasnre, were valued and slaughtered, salvage 
being made as far as practicable of all healthy slaughtered stock. 

01ean.sing and disinfection of all infected premises was 
rigidly carried out under the supervision of the Veterinary In- 
spectors, assisted by police constables, who, as well as other- 
persons when leaving such premises, w-ere required to undergo 
fumigation in specially constructed disiirfecting boxes, in addi- 
tion to washing and disinfecting their boots and hands. 

Measures were inrmediately taken to trace any animals wdiich 
had been recently moved from the infected premises or premise.s 
adjoining, and, when located, these animals were examined by 
the Veterinary Ins]rectors, and, as the cironmstances seemed to 
require, were slaughtered forthwith or their further movements, 
and the movements of those animals with which they were in 
contact, were for the time being prohibited in order that they 
might be kept under observation. In addition, all live stock in 
the immediate vicinity of the. infected places were kept under 
strict observation. 

An exhaustive examination of all animals on farms or premises 
within a few miles of the infected places was made by the 
Veterinary Inspectors. 

Inspectors engaged at infected places w-e.re not permitted to 
examine live stock among -which the disease was not already 
known to exist, and op discovery of the disease among a 
previously healthy herd the Veterinary Inspectors concerned 
discontinued their inspections, and subjected themselves forth- 
with to disinfection. 

No animals were permitted to be moved out of the scheduled 
districts. Provision was made for the granting of licences by 
Veterinary Inspectors of the Department, and other Inspectors 
temporarily employed, for the necessary movement of animals 
-plthin the scheduled districts for the purposes of 
(1) Deeding and breeding. 

(-3) Meat and milk supplies of cities and to-nms; and, 

(3) Maintenance of supplies of pigs requisite for the Irisl-i 
bacon factories. 

In the case of animals moved for slaughter, where practicable, 
the slaughterhouses -were kept under veterinary supervision. 

Licences for the necessary movement of hay and straw -were 
issued by the police under prescribed conditions in compliance 
with the provisions of the Orders. 

Hunting in the scheduled districts w-as discouraged as being a 
pos.sible means of spreading unreported disease from farm to farm. 
In this measure the hunt clubs loyally co-operated. 
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The Disease in the Countv of Kildaee. 

TliTee outbreaks of Foot-and-Moutb Disease oeciUTcd iji il,,. 
Comity of Kildare within the period from the 80th January to the 
•23rd itarch, and the total number of animals affected consisteil 
of 29 cattle and 6 swine. 

The disease was of a comparatively mild type. 

The initial outbreak was discovered among a herd of dairy 
cattle at Basin Lane, Kans. It was reported to the Department 
on the 30th January, and confirmed on same date.: The affection 
apparently existed among the herd for some days before its true 
nature was suspected. 

^ The .second outbreak occurred at Ballysax on a farm where 
-I' oot-and-Mouth Disease existed during August of 19T3. Tii;„ 
fact appears to be merely a coincidence'. The infection seems to 
have been conveyed to Ballysax from Naas. A further outbreak 
at Ballysax occurred on a farm about one mile di.stant from the 
previous one. 

The local restrictions arising from the .schedvded district were 
withdrawn on the 17th May.

Fifty-three outbreaks of Foot-and-Mouth Disea.se occurred in 
the district comprising the City and County of Cork within the 
period from the 1st March to the 2nd June, and the total number 
of animals afi'ected consisted of 042 cattle and 6-5 swine. 

The disease was of a virulent type. 

The first outbreaks were confirmed on the 1st March on farms 
near Kinsale, Douglas, and Queenstown. Other outbreaks 
rapidly followed in the City and County until the fifty-third 
outbreak wa.s reached. From the 3rd to the 25tll Apiril no out- 
break was recorded, but on the latter date unreported Foot-and- 
Mouth Disease was discovered near Glanworth, in the northern 
portion of the county. 

Twenty-three of fhe outbreaks were directly traceable to a sale 
of cattle which was held in the City of Cork on the 21st Feb- 
ruary. In the remaining instances the disease evidently arose 
indirectly from this sale, or from extensions of previous outbreaks 
before they had come under official notice. In fourteen instances 
the disease was discovered by Veterinary Inspectors when visiting 
farms or other places where live stock were kept. In the ease 
of four outbreaks the infection would apjiear to have been spread 
through , the agency of a creamery premises either 

(1) by persons who conveyed milk from an infected herd 

(unreported) to the creamery, and there came in con- 
tact w'ith other conveyers of milk, by whom the infec- 
tion was carried to their farms ; or, 

(2) by the skimmed milk (separated from whole milkj from 

an infected herd (unreported) being brought from the 
. creamery to the farms and fed to calves and swine. • 
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As precautionary measiu'es, on the disease being discovered and 
the circumstances ascci'tained, all persons arriving with milk at 
this creamery were required to have their clothes, boots, etc., dis- 
infected under superviision , and all skimmed milk, before beiniv 
taken from the creamery, was .sterilised by heat. ” 

The local restrictions arising from the scheduled district were 
■withdrawn on the 2Rth July.

The Disease in the C'ou.ntv op Tippebari. 

Nineteen outbreaks of Doot-aud-Moutli Disease occurred in the 
County of Tipperary within the period from the 9th March to 
the 17th July, and the total number of animals affected consisted 
of 181 cattle, 1 sheep and 2S swine. The disease was of a virulent 
type. 

The first and second outbreaks occurred in the town of Tliurlea 
and- were directly traceable to young calves moved from the Cork 
sale on the 'HBt February'. Eleven of the other outbreaks ■w’ere 
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also directly attributable to tliese calves, and of the remaining' 
(six) all but one were probably duo to the movements of animals 
or persons connected with previous outbreaks be'ore they came 
under official control. In one instance the disease w-as discovered 
by a Veterinary Inspector whilst locating calves moved from Cork. 

From the '28th April no outbreak was notified until the 17th 
July, when the disease appeared at Clonakenny. 

The restrictions arising from the scheduled districts were, finally 
withdrawn on the 7th Sexitember.

Sheep Exro.sBi) to Ineecttox. 

It will be observed that, of the l,2uG sheep slaughtered as 
having been exposed to the infection of this disease, only one 
animal was affected. In this .single instance, the sheep (a lamb) 
was kexit in a yard at Thui'les among cattle which' 'wei’e also 
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liseased- Notwithstanding these figures, it would be an 
erroneous policy in dealing with outbreaks of Foot-and-Mouth 
Disease to assume that sheep are practically immune from the 
ravages of this malady. 

Movement of Calves from the City of Cork. 

4s has already been mentioned, the outbreaks of Foot-and- 
ilouth Disease in the City and County of Cork and County of 
Tipperary emanated from a sale of cattle held in Cork City on 
the 21st February, but the manner in which the infection was 
introduced into the sale yard remains in obscurity. 

On the first outbreaks being confirmed in the County of Cork, 
it was ascertained that the affected animals in each instance had 
been exposed at this sale, and it, therefore, became a matter of 
urvenoy to locate, for the purposes of inspection of animals, the 
places from which all the cattle at the sale had come, and had 
teen moved to subsequently. Little difficulty was experienced in 
obtaining sufficient particulars to allow of this being done as 
regards grown-up animals, records being available for the pur- 
pose in the books of the auctioneer, but it was learned. that, in 
addition to grown-up cattle, a large number of sucking calves had 
been exposed for sale on the occasion in the, sale yard , and as the 
transactions in respect to these animals did not take place through 
the medium of the auctioneer, no record was kept of the sellers 
or purchasers. The places from which the calves came to the 
sale yard were located with comparative ease, but the greatest 
difficulty was experienced in ascertaining what had ultimately 
become” of these animals after removal from the sale yard. It 
was discovered that large numbers of them had been purchased 
by dealers, and were moved by railway or by road to bo disposed 
of in the markets of country towns, and in some instances before 
leaving Cork others lots of calves had been added to the consign- 
ments. 

It \\as ultimately ascertained that two himdrecl and eighty- 
six of these young animals from the sale or in contact with 
those from the sale had been removed from Cork, and taken 
to markets in the southern and western parts of the country, 
where, in some instances, before sale, other calves were added to 
the lots, and all w'ere dis]:)osed of either singly or in small lots to 
local farmers. In most of the instances the dealers did not know 
the persons to whom they sold the calves. It was, however, a 
matter of great urgency that these animals should be traced, 
and every conceivable means of so doing were adopted, with the 
result that four hundred and eighty-three of the animals were 
traced to their destinations. Before, however, this was done, 
it was deemed necessary to declare by Order scheduled districts 
around the towns where the markets ■were held at which the 
calves were disposed of by the dealers. These districts embraced 
l>ortion8 of ten counties in the south and west of the country. 
Meantime it became evident that a number of the outbreaks of 
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the disease in the Counties' of Tipperary and Cork were attri- 
butable to these calves. In some of these instances the calves 
had already died when the outbreaks came under notice. In so 
far a.s could be learned, the outward manifestations of Poot-and- 
Moiith Disease, as seen in older cattle, were not exhibited by 
these young animals, but they suffered from serious gastro- 
intestinal disease, a condition known to occur in the case of 
sucking calves the subject of Doot-and-Mouth Disease. 

Of the four hundred and eighty-three calves located, fifty-two 
had died from one cause or other, and the remainder 'were either 
slaughtered forthwith or isolated. All animals on the premises 
where the calves were found (not being infected places) '-were 
kept mider observation; their movements for the time bemg 
prohibited, and the places occupied by the calves cleansed and 
disinfected. All the isolated calves remained healthy. 

Special attention was given to the cleansing and disinfection 
of the sale yard at Cork, the premises belonging to the calf dealers, 
and of the railway .and road vehicles which carried the animals! 
In some instances the consignments of calves had been forwarded 
on the railways in crates. These articles were burned , being of 
little value. 

Unreportbd Dise.ase. 

In those instances where owners of animals failed to report the 
existence of Foot-aud-Mouth Disease among their live stock, and 
where there were grounds for believing that attempts had been 
made to conceal the disease, the Department instituted legal 
irroceedings against the owners of the animals, and substantial 
' fines were inflicted in a nnmbcv of such oases. In two flagrant 
instances w'hioh occurred in the neighbourhood of Glanworth, 
the Department, in addition, exercised their powers under 
.\vticle 20 (7) of the Diseases of Animals Act, 1894, and with- 
held a considerable amount of the compensation, which -w'onld 
otherwise have been paid to the ow’ners for animals slaughtered. 

Sdspeoted C.ases op Foot-and^Modth Disease. 

During the year 216 reports of suspected oases of Fbot-and- 
Mouth Disease were received from different parts of the country. 
In all these instances the reports were investigated, and the 
animals concerned were fonud to be free from the disease. . 


SuspioioTO Cases op Foot-and-Mouth, Disease at 
. . Belfast Fort. 

On the evening of -.the 12th- June the Department .received 
information from their Veterinary Portal Supervisor, at Belfast 
,to the effect that lesions suspicious of Foot-and-Mouth Disease 
had been discovered in the case of four cattle forming part of a 
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t of fifteen store animals present eel. for inspection before ship- 
°'nt from Belfast, and that, in. compliance with instructions, 
Tnment of all live stock, from the port had been suspended., and 
th further movement of animals intended for shipment from 
Belfast was meantime prohibited. 

In accordance with the arrangements governing such circuni- 
stanoes the department 

a) immediately placed the Board of Agriculture and 
Pisheries in possession of the facts, and inquired 
•n'hether they desired to send one of their Veterinary 
Inspectors to Belfast to examine, the animals in ques- 
tion ; and , 

(2) informed by telegram the Board's Inspectors at the Irish 
Animals Landing-Places in Great Britain of the 
circumstances. 

A Superintending Veterinary Inspector of the Department 
examined the suspected animals on the following morning, but 
he was unable at the time to declare them free from Poot-and- 
Mouth Disease, and the Board were informed accordingly. An 
Order was then made by the Board, which, in effect, prohibited 
the shipment of all animals from Belfast, and of store animals 
from all other Irish cattle exporting ports. Meantime, .steps had 
been taken to locate the places in the country from which the 
suspected consignment of cattle had been obtained, in order that 
all animals on such places might be examined. 

One of the Board’s Veterinary Officers arrived in Belfast on 
the 14th June and examined the suspected cattle, as well as 
those animals with which they were in contact at Belfast, but it 
would appear he was 'unable to form a definite opinion as to 
whether the lesions exhibited were those -of Poot-and-Month 
Disease or not. 

Some delay arose in locating the farms from which the sus- 
pected consignment had come. This work was, however, com- 
pleted on the 17th June, and the animals on the farms -were 
examined, with satisfactory results. The suspected cattle had 
been kept under strict observation in the meantime, and it was 
then definitely decided that the malady from which they suffered 
was not Poot-and-Mouth Disease. The Board of Agriculture, and 
Fisheries ■were, informed of this decision by telegram, and on the 
following day the prohibition of the shipment of animals from 
Belfast and of store animals from all other Irish ports to G-veat 
Britain was withdrawn. 

The disease, with which the.se cattle were affected was evi- 
dently a form of nlceratix'e stomatitis. The lesions to a con- 
siderable extent resembled those of Poot-and-Month Disease. 

Swine Pever. 

One hundred and ninety-three outbreaks of Swine Fever 
occurred during 1914. This is an .increase of sixty-four outbreaks 
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when compared with the previous year. The return hereunder 
indicates the counties and boroughs in which the outbreaks 
occurred.- From this it will bo observed that more than half of 
the outbreaks for the year were on premises situated in the Countv 
Borough and County of Dublin. A comparative table is also 
attached which shows the extent of the disease in Ireland dnring 
the past eight years. 

The experience which the Department has gained in their 
operations against this disease tends to the conclusion that the 
prospects of its complete eradication by the slaughter method is at 
least remote. Taking, however, all the circumstances into con- 
sideration, it may be said that during the year now specially under 
review Swine F”ever in this country has been kept faiiiy well 
under control.

Sheep Scab. 

The numbers oi outbreaks of Sheep Seal) recorded during the 
year show' a decrease of nearly 16 per cent, when compared with 
1913. The more energetic enforcement generally of the Sheep 
Dipping Orders and the recent scheduling of certain mountain 
areas for special dipping of sheep in addition to the increased 
vigilance of the Department’s Veterinary Inspectors at the ports 
in detecting Sheep Scab as well as the effect of the measures 
adopted by the Board of Agriculture and Fisheries at Irish 
Landing Places in respect to this disease, may be regarded as 
the chief factors favouring the decrease. 

The Department have continued to imi-iress on Local Authori- 
ties the necessity for the strict enforcement of the provisions of 
the Sheep Dipping Orders and in so doing they have received 
the. hearty co-operation of the cattle trade associations. 

The Sheep Scab Local Eegnlations (Ireland) Order of 1914 
issued by the Department to enable Local Anthoidties to regulate 
the movement of sheep into their respective districts has been in 
force since, the ’IGth January, 1914, but comparatively few' Local 
Authorities have availed themselves of the opportunity of making 
regulations under the Order. 

Whilst many Local Authorities in Ireland appear to realise 
more fully than formerly their I'esponsibilities under the Orders 
in respect to Sheep 'Scali, other Local Authorities remain 
apathetic in the matter. The reduction, however, in the number 
of outbreaks during the. year, coupled with the fact that the num- 
bers of sheep attacked in each instance are considerably less than 
previou.sly, is an encouraging feature. The average number of 
sheep attacked with the disease during 1914 was under eight, 
whilst the average for the remaining years, as shown on the table, 
was almost fourteen ]->er outbreak. This may be taken as an

index that sheep owners are now reporting the outlireaks at an 
earlier stage than previously and also that more activo meaaures 
to eraidicate the. disease on its appearance are being adopted. 

The Department might, perhaps, liavo been in a position to 
accomplish more in 1914 towards eradicating this disease but for 
the fact that during the early part of the year their Veterinary 
Staff was fully engaged in coping with the outbreaks of Poot-and- 
Mouth disease and, later, the Staff underwent reductions owing 
to a number of its members being called upon for military service 
on account of the war.

Tubeeculosis Oedbr. 

The Tuberculosis (Ireland) Order of 1913 continued in opera- 
tion throughout the year. The number of cattle reported as sns- 
peoted of, or affected with. Tuberculosis, w'as 2,651. Of these, 
1,419 were returned by the Veterinary Inspectors of the Local 
Authorities as suffering from some of the forms of Tuberculosis 
dealt with under the Order. Slaughter was carried into effect in 
1,268 of the cases, the remaining 151 cattle had died before the 
action of the Local Authority was fully opera.tive. The reports 
from the Veterinary Inspectors of the Local Authorities indicate 
that of the slaughtered animals 1,270 were affected with Tuber- 
culosis with emaciation, 128 with Tuberculosis of the udder, and 
the remainder were the subjects of other forms of this disease. 

Eeooupment to the amount of £1,867 17s. Od. was paid during 
1914 to the different Local Authorities in respect to money as 
compensation expended by them for slaughtered animals. 

The Superintending Veterinary Inspectors of the Department 
have afforded considerable assistance to the Local Authorities and 
their officers in regard to the duties arising under the Tuberculosis 
Order, and, they attended at a number of meetings of the Local 
Authorities in regard to this matter, 
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Antheax. 

0ns case of Anthrax was confirmed during the year. The 
ffeoted animal (a cow) had been bred on the premises where the 
disease occurred. Inquiries failed to reveal the source of infec- 
t'nn The usual precautions to prevent the spread of disease were 
taken and the inoontaot animals remained healthy. 

Pakasitic Mange. 

The disease was confirmed as affecting one hundred and thirty 
equine animals during the year. This number being a decrease 
of eighteen as compared with 1913. 

Diagnosis Labobatoet. 

The work of the Diagnosis Laboratory was considerably re- 
tai-ded owing to circumstances arising from the Foot-and-Mouth 
disease outbreaks. A tabulated statement a.s to material 
exammed in the Laboratory for the year is appended. 

The Department have purchased premises and lands near Dub- 
lin in order that greater facilities for work of the character con- 
cerned may be afforded.

St.atb OB' THE Irish Cattle Tb.ade. 

The restricted movements of animals during the earlier pwt of 
the year consequent on the outbreaks of Foot-and-Mouth disease 
caused considerable disorganisation in the live stock trade^ and 
resulted in unsettled prices. When the free movement of live 
stock was again permitted the values of all descriptions of cattle 
improved and substantial increases in prices continued to the end 
of the year. The rise in the price of fat cattle during the closing 
months of the year was largely due to the increased consumption 
of beef which followed the mobilisatoin of troops. Another fac- 
tor — arising from the same cause — being that less foreign beef 
was available for consumption by the civilian population. The 
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abnormal demand for fat cattle, however, resulted in an unusually 
large sale of coarse and unfinished animals for slaughter. Heifers 
and strippers which would in other circumstances be retained 
were also disposed of for slaughter. 

A notable feature of the trade during the latter months of the 
year was the high sums obtainable for good store cattle, their 
live weight prices being sometimes almost equal to that of good 
beef animals and exceeded that of secondary and unfinished 
cattle. 

The prices obtainable for sheep were fairly steady. At the 
Ballinasloe October Fair in 1914 the sums realised showed a satis- 
factory increase on those ruling at the corresponding fair of the 
previous year. 

The values of swine fluctuated appreciably. A considerable 
volume volume of the pig trade in the south of Ireland is in con- 
nection with bacon factories and, to a large extent, sales are made 
on the live weight system in thi.s part of the country. Where 
healthy competition exists this method of .selling swine is an ad- 
vantageous one, but, on the other hand, should there be prac- 
tically no competition, this means of disposing of swine might not 
prove a desirable one to the sellers. 

Taking the year as a whole, it was by no means an unsatis- 
factory one for parties engaged in the live stock industry.

PaBCHASINCi OF AnIMALS ON P.ABMS. 

The practice of purchasing animals on farms in the districts 
which are served by periodical fairs is one which must be taken 
into account in considering the sales of live stock in this country. 
This method of dealing continues to be on the increase and mili- 
tates against the extension of the trade in the fairs. By the 
adoption of this procedure, buyers not infrequently obtain, with- 
out competition, the better class of animals some days before the 
holding of a fair, with the result that other dealers who attend 
the fair where these animals would in other circumstances he sold, 
have to be contented with a limited market. 

Transit op Anim.als by E.ailway. 

The comparative returns given hereunder allow of an idea 
being formed as to the volume of traffic in live stock as dealt with 
by the Irish railways during the year. The unsettled state of the 
trade, due to the prohibition on the movement of animals from 
certain districts in the earlier months of the year, may be re- 
garded as responsible for the general decrease shown in the figures 
representing the numbers of cattle and sheep conveyed. The 
substantial increase in the numbers of horses carried is a direct 
result of the heavy purchases of these animals for Army purposes.

Attendance op Inspectors at Railway Stations. 

The entrainments of animals from fairs were attended by the 
Transit Inspectors of the Department on two hundred occa,siona 
during the year. The object of the Inspectors attendance on 
these occasions was for the purpose of observing whether due 
effect was given to the provisions of the Animals (Transit and 
General) (Ireland) Order so far as they relate to the carriage of 
animals on the railw'ays. The Inspectors also took note of the 
facilities afforded by the railway companies for the carriage of 
live stock and the despatch of the animals to their destinations. 
As a result of their attendances these officers reported to the 
Department the manner in which the Order was given effect to 
and as to the adequacy or otherwise of the facilities afforded for 
the humane and speedy entrainment and forwarding of the live 
stock at the railw'ay stations concerned. In all cases where 
irregularities are obseiwed the facts are communicated to the 
railway companies by the Department with a view to preventing 
like occurrences in future. In addition, the Inspectors attended 
during the holding of one hundred and eighty-eight fairs through- 
out the country. They also visited railw'ay stations on nearly 
two hundred other occasions in respect to the cleansing and dis- 
infection of cattle pens at these places. 

Shipment op Animals. 

The shipment of animals to Great Britain was subjected during 
the year to considerable interruptions arising from the outbreaks 
of Foot-and-Moutb disease and otherwise. 

Vessels employed in the Live Stock Trade. 

The transit of live stock from Ireland to Great Britain is 
govei'ned by certain provisions contained in the Animals (Transit 
and General) (Ireland) Order of 1918. The -vessels engaged in 
the trade may be divided into two classes, viz. : — 

(1) Vessels possessing cattle fittings which comply (or prac- 
tically comply) with the provisions of the (Drder men- 
tioned, and, 

(2) Vessels with cattle fittings which do not in some respects 
comply with those provisions. 
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Nearly all vessels of the latter class are ships of the older type 
QiJ at the time of construction they were provided with fittings 
? goinpliance with the provisions of the Orders then in force. 
The number of these ships is gradually decreasing and they are 
beinv replaced by vessels with fittings which comply wdth the 
requirements of the existing Order. One of the principal defects 
of the older vessels is that in many instances they are devoid of 
nassaseways through or alongside the rows of pens on the decks 
by means of which the attendants can reach the animals carried 
in the pens. 

The older vessels are now allowed to carry animals only if 
specially licensed for the purpose by the Department and the 
Board of Agriculture and Pisheries. 


Vetemkaby Inspection at Pobts. 


The more exhaustive system of veterinary inspection of aniinals 
intended for .shipment as introduced in the year 1913 has since 
been continued. Under this system and in accordance with the 
requirements of the Exportation of Animals (Ireland) _ Order of 
1912, all animals must undergo a period of two hours in the in- 
spection yards, during which time they are kept under veterinary 
observation 'and are rested, fed, and watered. 

Throughout the year the Veterinary Inspectors at the different 
ports examined 945,828 cattle, 538,989 sheep, 147,924 swine, and 
138 goats. In connection with which 44,807 Certificates of 
Health were issued allowing of the shipment of these animals. 

Certificates of Health were withheld in the case of 270 cattle 
which were found to come within the terms of the Tuberculosis 
(Ireland) Order and also on 79 occasions in the case of sheep 
affected with Sheep Scab. In addition, the Inspectors found that 
158 other animals were not in a fit condition to imdergo the 
voyages without unnecessary suffering and their shipment was 
also prohibited. 

It is interesting to note that notwithstanding the existence of 
Poot-ancl-Mouth disease in Ireland during the first halt ot the 
year, no case of this disease was brought to any port for ship- 
ment. 


Inspection of Animals by aid of Electric Light. 

Special installations of electric light have been provided m the 
inspection yards at nine of the Irish cattle exporting por s. y 
these means the inspections of animals presented for shipment 
can, when necessary, be proceeded with up to a prescribed hour 
after daylight during the winter months The mimbers ot ani- 
mals inspected iincler these condition in the year 1914 are siown 
hereunder, with the figures ot the previous year for the purpose 
of comparison.

Espobt.ation of Horses. 

The Transit of Horses, Asses and Mules (Ireland) Order, which 
came into operation on the 1st July, 1913, has been continued 
throughout the year. Some of the main features of the Order so 
far as vessels are concerned relate to the provision of horse stalls 
or horse boxes wherein the animals shall be secured, the carriage 
on the ships of slings and slaughter instruments in the case of 
serious injury to animals during the vojiage.s and the procedure to 
be adopted as regards the cleansing and disinfection of the vessels 
in use with horses, asses or mules. A considerable number of the 
ships engaged in the cross-Channel cattle trade also possess fit- 
tings for the carriage of horses. 
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The reports received from the shipping companies indicate that 
nlv two horses were killed and eight others died from different 
causes on the voyages in 1914. 


Ebstbiotions on the Shipment of Horses. 

The Exportation of Animals for pack, saddle and draft pur- 
poses suitable for use in war, to places outside the United King- 
dom was prohibited by Eoyal Proclamation on and from the 3rd 
iViio-ust 1914, and an Order of his Majesty’s Privy Council which 
came into operation on the 25th September, prevented the move- 
ment of these animals coastwise. The effect of this latter Order 
was to prevent for the time being the shipment of eqnines from 
Ireland to Great Britain, except with special permits. ^ An 
arrangement, hoivever, was later arrived at between the Military 
and Customs authorities, with the assistance of this Department, 
whereby horses intended to be shipped from Ireland to Great Bri- 
tain mivht be examined by the Department’s Veterinary Insiiec- 
tors at'oertain Irish ports and, if found to come within a pre- 
scribed category, they could be shipped without further permis- 
sion under the supervision of officers of the Customs. This 
scheme came into operation on the 4th J anuary , 1915 , but the 
general prohibition on the shipment of horses coastwise was with- 
drawn about the same time. 


Impoetation of Animals. 

Animals, including horses, asses, and mules, are permitted to 
be imported into Ireland only if accompanied by special permits 
granted by the Department. Three hundred and ten cattle, 
16 816 sheep, and 8 swine w'ere imported under these conditions 
after being subjected to veterinary inspection at the ports of land- 
ing. 

Cleansing .and Disinfection of Vessels, etc. 

Careful supervision w^as exercised during the year by the De- 
uai-tment’s Portal Staffs at each of the ports in respect to the 
cleansiug and disinfection of all vessels engaged in the cross- 
Channel live stock trade and at the cattle inspection yards and 
lairs at the ports;

.Sir, 

I have to forward, herewith, to be laid before your Local Authority 
copies of an Order entitled ‘ ‘ The Sheep Scab (Local Regulations) (Ireland) 
Order of 1914 (No. 2),” and, at the same time, to invite the earnest atten- 
tion of the Local Authorities to the new situation which demands that 
immediate and energetic measures should be taken by them to advance the 
object aimed at by this Order, viz., the eradication of Sheep Scab from 
their respective districts. 

The Order confers on Local Authorities additional powers for dealing with 
this matter, supplementary to the power.s already conferred by pre\dous 
Orders of the Department. It enables them to make regulations to arrest 
the spread of Sheep Scab in their districts by regulating the movement of 
sheep into them from other districts. "With these powers and those already 
possessed by them; with the aid of the Inspectors or officers whom they 
employ, or have the power to employ ; with the general support of the Royal 
Irish Constabulary beluiid their local officers; and with the further assistance 
which the Department are prepared to give them by means of advice and in 
the supervision of their staffs, the Local Authorities are now in a state of 
complete effectiveness for operating against this disease. All that is needed 
to secure success is vigour on their part, and earnest co-operation from the 
public of the district, and especially co-operation fi'om those whose interests 
are most directly injured by the spread of the disease and most directly 
benefited by its suppression. 

The Department wish to set before all concerned in each County — both 
the general public and those entrusted with any duty or placed In any 
position connected with the administration of the law in this matter—the 
importance, in the interests of the Coimtry, of an efficient enforcement of 
these Orders in all their details, including an adequate punisbment of any 
offences against them. 

As montioned above, a now situation has been created by the imminent 
danger that, unless effective measures are now taken, the export trade in 
Irish sheep may be subjected to damaging iuteiTuption. In Great Britain 
there is grooving a belief that the importation of Irish sheep, amongst which 
cases of the disease continue to be found, is now the i>rmcipal, if not the 
sole, obstacle to the complete elimination of the disease in that Country. 
Prejudice has been created against sheep from Ireland, and the question of 
regulating or prohibiting their importation into Great Britain for the better 
protection of British 'flocks has been raised. 

The Department desire plainly to inform the Local Authorities that, in 
their opinion, unless immediate steps are taken to clear the Country of the 
disease, measures of this nature are likely to be declared at an eaiiy date. 
To save the Coimtry generally from the* heavy loss wffiich ivould thus be 
involved, and to secure the valuable improvement to our Irish flocks which 
would be the result of clearing out this disease and restoring to Irish sheep 
a clean bill of health, all that is needed is that the Local Authorities throw 
themselves with vigour into a common campaign against this pest, and that 
the farmers and sheep owners co-operate with them. The disease is one 
which can be completely extirpated simply by the practice of regular and 
thorough dipping. 
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The man wbo does not dip bis slieop, but allows them to lapse into this 
unhealthy condition, -and carry infection with 'them wherever they go, is 
not oulv guilty of folly in his o^vn personal interests, but is, without thinking 
it a public enemy propagating infection and inflicting injury and loss upon 
his fellow-farmers and sheep-raisers and all who depend upon the sheep- 
raising- industry in the Country. 

The purpose of the Orders is to see that the sheep of a county are dipped 
at least twice a year, and to provide, where necessary, facilities for dipping — 
a measure of the greatest personal advantage to owners of sheep; to see 
that where the disease appears it is promptly notified, so that the proper 
steps may be taken for its suppression; and to protect the markets and fairs 
from the entry into them of sheep affected with the disease. The Depart- 
ment desire to draw your Local Authority’s attention to the following ways, 
in particular, in which they can further the object in view, viz. : — . 

(1) By making adequate provision for having the Dipping Order fully 
complied with. In the Department’s view it will he necessary, in most 
instances, to have the Local Authority’s Veterinary Officers specially 
assigned to this duty during the dipping period, and to appoint, where 
necessary during that period, persons to assist them. 

(2) By requiring their Inspectors to take the most prompt action in the 
treatment of reported cases; and to exercise the greatest care in removing 
restrictions. 

(3) By using the persons employed to assist their Officers in supervising 
the dipping, who should be persons experienced in the care of sheep, to 
range thci° district with a view to the detection of unreported cases. 

(4) By arranging for the systematic msp.-?ction by their Veterinary 
Inspectors of sheep exposed for sale at markets and fairs. 

(5) By the adoption of regulations, under the enclosed Order, where it 
seems desirable to regulate the movement of sheep from an affected into a 
free district. 

(6) By making it apparent that they regard the concealment of Sheep 
Scab the movement of diseased sheep, and the failure to dip alieep, as 
serious ofienees committed by private individuals against the general interest, 
and that they con.sider that such offences call for prosecution and justify 
the infliction of heavy penalties, and should be condemned by public 
opinion. 

To assist the Local Authorities in the fm-theranee of these duties the 
Department, whose inspectorial staff has been strengthened for the purpose, 
have now arranged to co-operatc in supervising the work of the officers of 
the Local Authorities employed in the administration of the Diseases of 
Animals Acts. This provision should materially help the Local Authorities 
in bracing up the general efficiency of thoir officers employed under these 
Acts. 

The Department will further, should circumstances permit, be glad to 
arrange for one of their Superintending Veterinary Inspectors to confer with 
'■your '’Local Authority on this subject generally.
